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In spite of the Trump administration's restrictions on migrants, the Bay Area and 
Central Valley are home to thriving communities of new Americans from Syria.

Everybody professes to hate the 


infiltration of outside money into poli- 
tics, but even relatively low-level races 
are awash in corporate cash these days. 
Political action committees, or Super 
PACs, are allowed to make unlimited in- 
direct donations, and one of them is ex- 
ploiting the mess that is current U.S. 
campaign finance law by dumping 
six-figure sums into local supervisor 
contests. 

While individual donors are held 
to a $500 maximum in San Francisco 
races, a $100,000 donation last week 
became the largest check this year to 
target candidates for supervisor. 

That money came gushing from an 
independent expenditure committee 
called Progress San Francisco, a long- 
time favorite of tech investor Ron 
Conway that has been working these 
loopholes for years. 

The cash was funneled into a PAC 
called San Franciscans for Change, 
Supporting Johnson & Trauss for D6 
Supervisor 2018. Despite that men- 
tion of their names, District 6 super- 
visor candidates Christine Johnson 
and Sonja Trauss have no legal say in 
what the PAC does or says. With less 
than six weeks until the election, the 
donation bolstered the hopes of those 
candidates’ one-two strategy in the 
ranked-choice contest. 

Then, only days later, San Francis- 
cans for Change, Supporting Johnson 
& Trauss for D6 Supervisor 2018 
threw in another $50,000 contribu- 
tion, dealing yet another blow for the 
campaign of the third candidate in the 
race, Matt Haney. 

These massive donations go light 
years beyond the $500 donation limit 
candidates can receive directly — 
and consequently, they tend to raise 
flags. Like clockwork, a complaint has 
already been filed with the San Fran- 
cisco Ethics Commission alleging that 
the PAC is illegally coordinating with 
the Trauss campaign. These ethics 
complaints go deep into the weeds of 
extremely complex election laws, so 
they are unlikely to be resolved before 
the Nov. 6 election. 

“The idea that they would call 
themselves San Franciscans for 
Change is cynical and ridiculous,” 
Haney tells SF Weekly. “This is not 
a grassroots movement for change. 
These are powerful people who want 
to protect their interests, they are the 
status quo. 

“They donate to a state PAC, and 
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District 6 candidates Matt Haney, 
Christine Johnson, and Sonja 
Trauss at a July 2018 debate. 


then the state PAC donates to a local 
PAC,” he adds. “This is likely a small 
set of very wealthy, very powerful peo- 
ple who want to influence the election 
so they can have access for their own 
financial interests.” 

Subsequent Ethics Commission fil- 
ings revealed who they are. Yes, many 
of them are wealthy and powerful peo- 
ple, and they’re pumping a whole lot 
more of these unrestricted donations 
into other campaigns and measures. 

The parent independent expen- 
diture committee Progress San 
Francisco has in the past netted 
five-figure donations from Facebook, 
Google, and Airbnb. This particular 
filing revealed nearly a half a million 
dollars donated in one week to them, 
including $150,000 from socialite 
and frequent Republican donor Dede 
Wilsey, $25,000 from real-estate firm 
SST Investments, and $250,000 from 
the SEIU United Healthcare Workers 
West PAC. 

That money didn’t all go to the PAC 
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Super PAC Cash Enters Supervis 


supporting Johnson and Trauss. Prog- 
ress San Francisco also tipped $10,000 
each to a statewide housing-assistance 
bond measure, and two local San 
Francisco ballot measures supporting 
an Embarcadero seawall earthquake 
safety bond and the reallocation of a 
hotel tax. 

A separate filing from last Thursday 
showed that Progress San Francisco 
also donated $50,000 to a Super PAC 
called “Safe & Clean Sunset Coalition, 
Supporting [Jessica] Ho for D4 Su- 
pervisor 2018.” That’s more than Ho’s 
campaign has received in its direct 
donations, just as Johnson’s campaign 
has benefited from more outside PAC 
money than from direct contributions 
from constituents and donors. 

“We are unaware of this expen- 
diture and are focused on running 
a campaign based on the issues of 
the district,” Ho’s campaign director 
Christian Kropff tells SF Weekly. “Our 
campaign has no control over outside 
expenditures.”

That’s a common refrain among 
candidates whose names appear in 
these Super PACs’ names. 

“The ‘T in ‘TE’ stands for indepen- 
dent,” Trauss says. “No candidates 
have control over what the IE’s do in 
their race. It is frustrating for voters 
to not know, when it comes to IEs, 
who is paying for it.” 

These less-regulated outside dona- 
tions have created a series of Ethics 
Commission complaints. But if you 
think it’s just Super PACs and mod- 
erate candidates, think again: A sepa- 
rate complaint has been filed against 
Haney’s campaign, and has initiated 
a preliminary investigative review by 
the commission. SF Weekly has been 
unable to confirm the exact nature of 
the complaint, despite repeated calls 
and emails to the Ethics Commission, 
but sources allege that Haney took an 
unreported non-cash donation of ser- 
vices from a text-messaging campaign 
consultant organization. 

“If Matt has basically accepted a

campaign contribution from a corpo- 
ration, that’s very serious because that 
is illegal in San Francisco,” she says. 

But the Trauss campaign also faces 
an ethics complaint that was filed 
Friday — albeit by Jon Golinger, the 
former mayoral campaign manager for 
Supervisor Jane Kim. It alleges that 
Trauss’ campaign coordinated with the 
San Franciscans for Change PAC by 
sharing the same treasurer, Shawnda 
Deane. 

Deane was listed as Trauss’ cam- 
paign treasurer in filings as recent as 
Aug. 20, but a Sept. 14 filing shows 
Deane replaced with a new treasurer. 
That very same day, Deane was listed 
in a filing as the treasurer for San 
Franciscans for Change. Deane did not 
return comment as of press time. 

“If you are on the inside of a cam- 
paign as a treasurer, campaign man- 
ager, or other senior staffer, you know 
too much about campaign strategy 
and finances to be able to truly be act- 
ing independently of the campaign for 
campaign finance purposes, Golinger 
tells us. 

He points to updated rules from 
the California Fair Political Practices 
Commission that broaden the defini- 
tion of coordination to any work with- 
in a one-year period, or “beginning 
12 months prior to the date of the 
primary or special election in which 
the candidate is on the ballot.” 

Trauss dismisses the Deane coordi- 
nation charges. 

“She’s not our accountant any- 
more, Trauss says, and notes the 
precedent of Sandra Lee Fewer’s 2016 
campaign hiring a consultant who'd 
worked for a Big Soda Super PAC that 
same year. The Ethics Commission 
ultimately ruled that was not a cam- 
paign-finance violation. 

These are extremely complex elec- 
tion laws, but are being used liberally 
between political rivals. Nevertheless, 
we cannot presume guilt until the 
Ethics Commission completes full in- 
vestigations. 

But we can see that unlimited Su- 
per PAC donations have leapfrogged 
the more-regulated, traditional mon- 
etary donations for some candidates 
in this year’s contests. These supersize 
donations are now even trickling 
down to small district supervisor races, 
and with several weeks to go, it’s likely 
more six-figure checks could be landing 
in the D6 race.

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A Public Plaza, But For Who? 





A massive SFPD mobile operation has rolled into UN Plaza, dictating who is allowed to use a 


central city space.

Tracy Mixon has struggled to find 
secure housing for years. She’s been in and 
out of shelters, but when living on the 
streets, she often gathers with friends at UN 
Plaza, a large, brick-paved swath of open 
space off Market, between Seventh and 
Hyde streets. It used to be a popular spot; on 
any given afternoon it teemed with people 
shopping at the farmers market or grabbing 
lunch from food trucks at Off the Grid. With 
Civic Center station directly underground it 
also functions as a transit hub, and is a fre- 
quent hangout for unhoused people from 
around the city who meet up to play chess or 
catch up with old friends. 

But for the past few weeks, the plaza’s 
demographic has changed. When farmers 
market vendors pack up and head home, 
the vast space is left a vacant wasteland. 
Police fences pop up around the large, Bru- 
talist water fountain to prevent people from 
sitting on its edges, and groups of cops chat 
outside a massive Mobile Command Center 
vehicle. Even more officers cruise through 
the area on sporty Honda motorcycles. On 
a recent afternoon, SF Weekly counted 14 
cops in the plaza. Aside from a handful of 
commuters walking through on their way 
somewhere else, it sat empty. 

Police Chief Bill Scott justified the mo- 
bile operation at a Police Commission meet- 
ing earlier this month. 

“There are a number of illegal behaviors 
that are commonplace there; drug dealing, 
quality of life issues, public urination, just 


bad behavior,” he said, disclosing that since 
the beginning of the year, a total of 588 in- 
cidents within 500 feet of UN Plaza result- 
ed in 637 police bookings and citations. 

“We really want to make that public 
space usable and user-friendly to anybody 
that wants to come and enjoy it,’ Scott 
said. “We're committed to making that 
public place safe for everyone, and you will 
see a large presence of officers there for the 
foreseeable future.” 

Who is allowed to use the plaza for rec- 
reation and who isn’t has yet to be verbally 
clarified, but it’s been made pretty clear 
that unhoused people are not welcome. 
Since the Mobile Command Center moved 
in, the plaza has been notably devoid of 
people pushing shopping carts or hoisting 
big backpacks. 

“They're being shoved into the Ten- 
derloin,” says Mixon, who's also a peer 
organizer for the Coalition on Homeless- 
ness. “I’ve noticed people being pushed 
into Hayes Valley. They’re being funneled 
everywhere, but there’s still no place to go, 
it’s crazy.” 

Those that are welcome, however? 
Customers of the farmers market, and 
those who can afford a $13 gourmet food 
truck pizza for lunch. On those days, office 
workers, kids, and groups of people can be 
spotted hanging out on the cement walls or 
napping in the sun — activities often con- 
sidered loitering or illegal lodging for those 
who appear homeless. 

Nevertheless, based on the tweets com- 
ing out of Tenderloin Station, police view

the operation as a success. “With strong 
community support, SFPD Tenderloin Off- 
cers & @sfpublicworks crews took decisive, 
well-planned steps toward restoring UN 
Plaza today. This historic plaza is looking 
beautiful tonight,” they tweeted on Sept. 
11, including a photo of the plaza devoid 

of people. 

Mixon doesn't believe more enforce- 
ment is the answer. 

“At this point, there’s not enough re- 
sources here, for anyone. Especially for a 
homeless adult, a single adult. There are 
some good organizations in the Tenderloin 
... but they can only do so much. By 7, 7:30 
all the places to go are full. Therefore, you 
have all the people out here that don’t have 
anywhere to go,” she says, gesturing toward 
the plaza. 

It’s an issue that concerns local advo- 
cates and politicians. 

“We have to make sure we aren't simply 
pushing the problems into other areas, be- 
cause if that’s the result, then we are just 
rearranging the deck chairs,” Supervisor 
Jane Kim told the chief during the Police 
Commission meeting. 

But while arrests and citations are easy 
to track, the displacement of unhoused 
communities isn’t. And with only one 
dataset available, it’ll be hard to prove that 
the Mobile Command Center is anything 
but a success.

Penultimate 
Public Bank 
Report 
Fizzles 


After months of task 
force meetings, the 
S.F. Treasurer's Office 
debuted an executive 
summary that did not 
include plans for a full- 
fledged public bank.

For the past year, San 
Francisco has seriously consid- 
ered if it could run its own bank, 
to better call the shots on how its 
$11-billion annual budget is in- 
vested. 

A 16-member Municipal 
Bank Task Force has met 
monthly since February, go- 
ing deep into the weeds of 
how finances are managed. 
They ve weighed what a city- 
owned bank would look like, 
and examined the necessary 
components of such an in- 
stitution, such as insurance, 

a government-granted bank 
charter, and access to the Fed- 
eral Reserve, while evaluating 
what start-up costs might be 
to properly launch such an 
endeavor. 

The push to open a public 
bank comes from its ability 
to invest taxpayer dollars in 
industries like clean energy 
(as opposed to, say, immigrant 
detention centers), set low 
interest rates for small busi- 
nesses or student loans, save 
millions on financial service 
fees paid to big banks, and be 
held accountable to voters. This 
would be a contrast to some of 
the policies of Bank of Ameri- 
ca, which manages much of the 
city’s finances. 

But when the Treasurer’s 
Office released a draft execu- 
tive summary at the Sept. Task 
Force meeting, the second-to- 
last before the investigation 
wraps up, attendees scratched 
their heads. They expected a 
full report detailing all the is- 
sues above, not a six-page doc- 
ument lacking a clear model for 
a full-fledged public bank. 

“What they presented 
Thursday was this very vague 
executive summary that had 
none of the critical compo- 


nents of a public bank or what 
it would take to establish it,” 
says Jackie Fielder, a member 
of the activist-run SF Public 
Bank Coalition. “There’s no 
shared conclusions about what 
a public bank is, after all this 
time.” 

The draft had a brief 
overview of four models for 
a city-run bank: a wholesale 
bank that doles out real estate, 
small business, and student 
loans; one that expands to 
direct small business loans and 
small-dollar consumer loans; 
one that doesn’t accept depos- 
its but secures funds to become 
a commercial lender; anda 
hybrid option that transitions 
from a commercial lending pro- 
gram to a bank after six years. 

Task force members like 
Sushil Jacobs, a senior eco- 
nomic justice attorney for the 
Lawyers’ Committee for Civil 
Rights of the San Francisco 
Bay Area, was surprised that 
the Treasurer’s Office did not 
release a full draft report, and 
pushed for one that dreamed as 
big as some of the discussions. 

“T think that the four mod- 
els reflected most of what we 
were talking about, but I don’t 
think they went far enough,” 
Jacobs says. “I still have faith 
that the task force will be valu- 
able and have a report for the 
board to make a good decision.” 

The Treasurer’s Office 
acknowledged the input ina 
follow-up email to task force 
members and committed to 
including a model that has the 
treasury take on management 
functions usually performed by 
Bank of America, and includes 
a timeline to create a full public 
bank, and calculates start-up 
costs. Though there’s no firm 
deadline on the full report, the 
updated executive summary 
will at least be completed by 
November’s meeting, according 
to Amanda Fried of the Trea- 
surer's Office. 

The task force has one meet- 
ing left on Nov. 1, but the Trea- 
surer’s Office would consider 
scheduling another to allow 
for a robust discussion before 
the Board of Supervisors takes 
up the issue. Jacobs feels there 
should at least be ample time 
to submit comments in writing 
before the final meeting. 

“Our priority right now 
is making sure that we get it 
right,” Fried says. “We really 
want to make sure that every- 
one feels their voice is heard.”

New research reveals a 
correlation between public 
acceptance for pot and its 
propensity to be named- 
checked in music. 





According to a new study, tunes 
about cannabis are on the rise. 

Yes, the public may still be awaiting 
the likely never-to-be-released third 
album from The Chronic rapper Dr. Dre, 
and famed marijuana enthusiast Willie 
Nelson is currently focused on a Frank 
Sinatra covers album, but the preva- 
lence of drug and opioid references in 
Top 40 music has nonetheless increased 
in the past 30 years. 

In an article published in the Journal 
of the American Board of Family Medicine, 
researchers from the University of 
Minnesota and Wayne State University 
found a “statistically significant increase 
in the lyrical mention to opioids, mar- 
ijuana, and alcohol” when comparing 
popular songs from the last 10 years to 
their 1980s equivalents. Later in their 
study, they further assert that “nearly 
50 percent of 2016 Top 40's songs refer- 
ence drugs or alcohol.”

On the surface, these figures ar- 
en't necessarily surprising. The role 
of censorship in music — along with 
television, books, film, and other arts 
— has changed dramatically in the last 
three decades. Major labels would never 
have approved a song like Jamie Foxx’s 
“Blame It” (which features the trouble- 
some chorus, “Blame it on the a-a-a-a- 
a-alcohol”) in 1979. Released in 2009, it 
spent 14 consecutive weeks at the top 
of Billboard’s Hot R&B/Hip-Hop Songs 
chart. 

The lyrical inclusion of cannabis is 
a byproduct of its evolving place in our 
culture. For much of the past century, 
songs that wished to acknowledge pot 
often did so with thinly veiled coding, 
like Brewer & Shipley’s 1970 single 
“One Toke over the Line” or The Beat- 
les’ 1966 “Got to Get You into My Life.” 
The need for subtlety has evaporated, 
leading to the much 
more blatant references 
contained on tracks 
like the lyric “Let’s roll 
another joint” on Tom 
Petty’s “You Don’t Know 
How It Feels” — to say 
nothing of Afroman’s 
unmistakable “Because I 
Got High.” 

The study’s authors 
acknowledge this trend, 
noting that “public per- 
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ception of recreational and medicinal 
marijuana use has evolved significantly 
during the time period during which we 
have seen increased lyrical mention of 
drugs in popular music.” They go on to 
cite the rise in public approval during 
the same time span, contrasting a 1969 
Gallup poll that found 12 percent of 
Americans in favor of cannabis legal- 
ization, compared with a 2016 version 
that showed 60 percent of the popula- 
tion in support. 

Naturally, one must also wonder 
which terms this study used to des- 
ignate a lyrical reference to cannabis. 
Although many former and currently il- 
licit substances have attracted their fair 
share of nicknames, a recent Time mag- 
azine feature suggested there are more 
than 1,200 terms related to cannabis. 
While we can safely assume many of 
these entries are too obscure to find 
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their way into a Top 40 hit, there are 
notable differences across regions and 
geographies when it comes to how we 
refer to marijuana. 

In total, the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Board of Family Medicine study 
pinpointed 20 terms, including herb, 
chronic, ganja, and brocc. (If you have 
ever referred to cannabis as “brocc,” 
please let me know). Other words were 
flagged for further review, as the au- 
thors determined it was necessary to 
examine them within a lyrical context 
to be certain the artist in question was 
talking about cannabis. Examples of the 
latter category include pot, green, grass, 
and dope. 

Overall, the study found that ref- 
erences to marijuana (by any of the 
twenty names selected by the authors) 
in Top 40’s songs have risen from 0.6 

percent to 17.2 percent 
between 1986 and 2016. 
That’s a staggering statis- 
tic. Even more shocking is 
the recent prevalence of 
opioid references in pop- 
ular music, which the au- 
thors note has “increased 
most dramatically in 
recent years, leaping from 
1.5 percent of year-end 
Top 40 hits in the 2000s 
to 5 percent of year-end 
Top 40 hits in the evolv-

ing 2010s decade.” 

Further analysis reveals that the ad- 
vent of prescription opioid medications 
in the 1990s — the precursor to today’s 
appalling overdose epidemic in the 
U.S. — has inspired the majority (57.1 
percent) of songs that reference opioids 
to “mention prescription opioid med- 
ications and not heroin or street slang 
reference of the drug.” The researchers 
also point out how the growing ac- 
ceptance of cannabis correlates with 
an increase in Top 40 mentions, and 
question whether the rising number of 
references to opioids indicates a higher 
acceptance of those substances as well. 

“If reference to opioid medications 
continues to become ‘casual or trendy, 
as exemplified in the prose of many 
popularly aired lyrics,” the study warns, 
“a more targeted public awareness 
campaign may be warranted to combat 
this growing national public health 
concern.” 

Meanwhile, as cannabis continues 
to be more widely and fully understood, 
it stands to reason that the Top 40 hits 
of the years to come will be chock-full 
of green.

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Tackling 
sexual 
assault 
inschools 


This week’s 
from Susan 
who writes: 


uestion comes 
. in Oakland, 


: “My son was sexually assaulted 

by another student at school early 
in the school year. Our family has been 
devastated and I am not sure what to 
do next. A couple of weeks after the inci- 
dent, I found out that other parents had 
previously complained to school admin- 
istrators about similar incidents when 
this student had violated other children. 
Iam absolutely furious that the school 
where I entrust my son to be safe and 
learn would ignore reports of a recurring 
danger to students. What are the laws 
regarding sexual assault in schools and 
what can I do?” 


: Susan, first, let me say how dis- 

tressing it is to hear about your 
son’s experience and due to the unfor- 
tunate nature of sexual assault, it is 
imperative to have your son checked 
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by his primary care physician im- 
mediately. Unfortunately, your son’s 
experience is not at all unique and 
school districts can and should be held 
accountable to the impacted families. 
As a trial lawyer, I have come across 
several cases in which students are 
sexually assaulted in schools either by 
their peers or teachers. 


A school district and its employees 
have a special relationship with the 
district’s students and their parents. 
Under California Government Code 
Section 815.2, “[a] public entity is 
liable for injuries proximately caused 
by an act or omission of an employee 
of the public entity within the scope 
of his employment....” The duty of 
care owed by school district personnel 
includes the duty to use reasonable 
measures to protect students from 
foreseeable injury at the hands of 
third parties, including other stu- 
dents, acting negligently or intention- 
ally. If school district personnel fail to 
take such reasonable measures, they 
may be deemed negligent for failure to 
meet their legally mandated standard 
of care. 

The school district always the 
responsibility to take reasonable 
measures to supervise your son, his 
attacker, as well as the other students. 
Any lack of supervision or ineffective 
supervision may constitute a lack of 


ordinary care by the supervising 
personnel within the scope of 
their employment at your son’s 
school. Moreover, school princi- 
pals and other supervisory em- 
ployees have the duty to oversee 
not only the educational environ- 
ment and performance of teachers 
and counselors, but also to take 
reasonable measures to guard stu- 
dents against the harassment and 
abuse from foreseeable forces. 

The law holds school districts 
responsible for sexual assaults com- 
mitted by one student on another 
student if it had reason to know 
that a particular student had “sexual 
tendencies,” including when it is on 
notice through prior complaints from 
teachers or parents. Another way the 
school district might become aware of 
a student’s “sexual tendencies” might 
be if the student is in a special needs 
classroom, where the school district 
would have access to a continually 
updated individualized educational 
program (“IEP”) and/or behavioral 
assessments for each student, which 
would alert the school personnel 
about the student’s tendencies. Given 
the high probability of a repeat inci- 
dent taking place, the school person- 
nel has a heightened responsibility 
to ensure adequate supervision of a 
student with a documented history 
of sexually inappropriate behavior to 
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prevent exactly the type of foreseeable 
harm that regrettably occurred in your 
son's case. 

In this situation, the school district 
was on notice, through the previous 
parents’ complaints, of the other stu- 
dent’s sexual tendencies; therefore, 
it was a foreseeable injury the school 
district could have guarded against as 
they were aware of the potential dan- 
ger. The personnel at your son’s school 
knew or should have known that your 
son's assailant had a tendency to act in 
a sexually violent manner and would 
likely have intentions of committing 
future sexual assaults on other stu- 
dents. Therefore, it is likely that the 
school district breached it duty of care 
to your son by failing to protect him 
from this known danger. 

It is important to note that there is 
a limited time in which you can bring 
a claim against a government entity 
such as a school district. Under Cali- 
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fornia Government Code Section 
910 a claim against a government 
entity must be brought within 
six months after the event or 
occurrence. Before you can file 

a lawsuit against the school, the 
government requires that you 
notify the government entity 

of any potential claims you may 
bring against it. You must use 
the claim form of the particular 
governmental agency when filing 
a claim and you must file it with 
the proper authority.

“We left everything behind,” 
Hassan Abdullah says. “We couldn't get 
anything out. Just me, my wife, and my 
kids.” 

Speaking Arabic through a family 
friend who interprets, Abdullah recalls 
the hellish conditions that forced him 
and his family to flee Syria: barrel 
bombs, sniper fire, retribution killings. 
The overall mayhem made living in 
their homeland intolerable, and they 
now live in an apartment in the Cen- 
tral Valley city of Turlock. Abdullah 
and his wife, Hasnaa Shobak, can trace 
their lineage in Syria for countless 
generations, but the ongoing Syrian 
Civil War has created what the United 
Nations calls one of the worst refugee 
crises since World War II. More than 
6 million Syrians are classified as in- 
ternally displaced, scattered to parts 
of Syria they never intended to live. 
Another 6 million have crossed over 
Syria’s borders to become external ref- 
ugees. All told, more than half the pre- 
war population of 21 million people 
have been uprooted. 

In December 2013, Abdullah, Sho- 
bak, and their two young boys — then 
ages 2 and 3 — escaped across the 
long border with Turkey with virtually 
nothing, not even photos or other me- 
mentos of their lives in the northern 
city of Aleppo, where Abdullah worked 
in a factory making fabrics for couches, 
curtains, and carpets. 

After months of being on edge, the 
family’s exodus was prompted by the 
bombing of their neighbor's house — 
likely by Syrian government forces 
as they wrested Aleppo from rebel 
control. Abdullah’s family decided they 
could no longer risk staying in Syria. 

“We couldn’t sleep. We couldn’t sit 
outside and feel safe. We couldn't go 
shopping and feel safe. It was a tough 
life,” Abdullah says. “You couldn’t even 
feel safe sleeping because any minute 
youd see a house being bombed. We 
were scared that the walls we were 
sleeping next to would be bombed. 
The safest place in the house was the 
bathroom, which had thick walls. We’d 
sleep there. All four of us.” 

They were among the fortunate 
ones. After living in rough Turkish 
conditions for two years, their bid for 
U.S. asylum was granted, and they 
arrived in Turlock on Jan. 6, 2016 — 
selected by the International Rescue 
Committee, a New York-based human- 
itarian group, one of many organiza- 
tions working with U.S. government 
agencies to resettle refugees in the 
United States. 

Turlock — about two hours’ drive 


from San Francisco — is a city of 
70,000 people. When Abdullah’s family 
arrived, none of them spoke English. 
They knew no one. And Abdullah, 36, 
was in a challenged physical state: He 
had kidney failure — an issue that 
arose in Turkey, where he received neg- 
ligible medical attention, and which 
required an eight-day hospitalization 
when he first got to Turlock. 

“Tm lucky to be alive,” he says. 


Other Syrians who escaped the 
war preceded the family to Turlock, but 
few Syrians have arrived here — or any- 
where in the United States — ever since. 
Under the Obama administration, the 
U.S. admitted more than 20,000 Syrian 
refugees as part of an extensive effort to 
let in people fleeing war-torn areas, with 
Obama saying the issue was a test of the 
world’s “common humanity.” 

Abdullah’s family was part of that 
wave of new Americans. But it was 
the last big wave, owing to President 
Trump’s travel bans and other efforts 
to stem refugee admissions. Two weeks 
ago, the State Department announced 
further reductions in the total number 
of refugees allowed into the United 
States, capping the number at 30,000 
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After a difficult two-year period in Turkey, 
Hasnah Shobak, Hassan Abudullah, and their two 
sons were granted asylum in the U.S., where their 
youngest son was born. 


for the coming fiscal year. More than 
25 million people worldwide live as 
refugees, according to the Office of the 
United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees. So a country that’s long 
considered itself an immigration melt- 
ing pot has now set a refugee quota of 
around 0.1 percent. 

Many conservatives support Pres- 
ident Trump’s narrow refugee policy, 
agreeing that the best way to help 
Syrians is to fund refugee efforts — 
for food, housing, and medical needs 
— inside Syria and in neighboring 
countries like Turkey, Jordan, and Leb- 
anon, which have collectively taken in 
millions of Syrian refugees. 
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But human-rights groups say the 
United States can and should take in 
many more refugees — including from 
Syria — because of America’s outsized 
role in shaping global affairs and help- 
ing to create conditions that caused 
the refugee flood. At the start of the 
Syrian war in 2011, for example, the 
U.S. supported extremist rebels that 
morphed into ISIS, the fundamentalist 
group that later took over much of Syr- 
ia’s and Iraq's territory, exacerbating 
Syria's refugee exodus. Before that, 
the United States’ 2003 invasion of 
Iraq — prompted by since-discredited 
evidence that Baghdad had weapons of 
mass destruction — destabilized the

its tax base. In 2015, the group says, almost 2.3 million 
refugees who've immigrated to the United States since 1975 
earned more than $77 billion in household income - and paid 
more than $20 billion in taxes. 





region and laid the groundwork for 
ISIS’ rise in Syria and Iraq. There was 
also Obama’s 2012 “red line” retreat, 
in which he threatened to retaliate 
against Syrian President Bashar al-As- 
sad’s use of chemical weapons — yet 
didn’t, a move that led to even more 
violence and more refugees. 

The White House did not respond 
to SF Weekly’s request for comment on 
its Syria refugee policies. 

“The course they’re on is decimat- 
ing a program that has been core to 
American values,” says Karen Fergu- 
son, director of the International Res- 
cue Committee’s Northern California 
offices, which has placed many of the 
new Syrian refugees who now call the 
greater Bay Area their home. “There 
was no need for there to have been a 
change other than the current admin- 
istration chose to change.” 


Turkey is home to more than 3 
million Syrian refugees, including the 
rest of Abdullah’s extended family: his 
mother, father, brothers, and sisters. He 
can’t bring them to Turlock. 

“T asked,” he says of his request 
to the U.S. government, “but they’re 
not bringing many Syrians here. I’m 
happy that I had the opportunity to 
come here before Trump stopped ev- 
erything.” 

Shobak has family who still live in 
Damascus, Syria’s capital. She calls 
them regularly on the phone. She and 
Abdullah still follow news reports of 
Syria's civil war, including reports that 
President al-Assad and his military 
cohort — Russian soldiers, Iranian 
guards, Hezbollah mercenaries, and 
others — are close to pushing through 
the rebels’ last strongholds on Syrian 
land near the Turkey border. 

In some ways, the Abdullahs are 
still in Syria’s war zone, still thinking 
about the horrors that beset their 
country of origin. But they’re safely in 
America now. Three months ago, they 
welcomed a new son to their lives: Mu- 
hammad Noor Abdullah. Their eldest 
boys — Abdulrahman, 8, and Ahmed 
Alameen, 7 — speak especially good 
English. The boys don’t remember 
the details of their lives in Syria. They 
don’t remember being driven from 
Aleppo to the border with Turkey. They 
don’t remember lurching across Syria's 
border with Turkey on a cold, winter’s 
morning. 

“No, I was too little,” says Abdul- 
rahman, sitting on a living-room couch 
with his brother. 

Their escape helped counterbalance 
sobering numbers: At least 400,000 
Syrians have died since the conflict 
began in the wake of the 2011 Arab 
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Spring protests, and at least 8,000 
have perished crossing the Mediterra- 
nean Sea or in an attempt to flee via 
Syria’s land borders. More sobering 
numbers: From Oct. 1, 2017 to Aug. 
31, 2018, the United States let in fewer 
than 100 Syrians. 

The IRC’s Ferguson says that Syr- 
ians, like other refugees, find their 
economic footing because they possess 
traits that many people associate with 
Americans — and they often become 
entrepreneurs. 

“To become the type of person 
who crosses a border that way — I'd 
say, generally speaking, most refugees 
possess extreme resourcefulness, 
adaptability, problem-solving skills, a 
willingness to be incredibly persistent, 
and to be able to endure a lot of hard- 
ship,” Ferguson says. “They have a lot 
of hope, even in the midst of dire situ- 
ations. They’re fighters. These are peo- 
ple who — no matter what — they’re 
going to figure out a way for their fam- 
ily to survive. Tenacity. That’s the word 
I'd use for refugees.” 

Still, Ferguson says, it’s unfair to ex- 
pect all refugees — whether from Syria 
or another country — to follow a tra- 
jectory that easily equates to success. 

“Some refugees have been so dam- 
aged, and they have less resilience left,” 
she says. “And others have amazing 
strength to adjust to starting life all 
over again. The Syrian families are the 
same range. Some are precarious. And 
some are scraping by. And to some | 
say, How do you have that incredible 
spirit and hope and zest for life after 
everything you've gone through?’ I see 
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that in every group I’ve worked with, 
and I absolutely see that in the Syrians 
that I’ve been honored to welcome 
here.” 

Turlock is an ideal place to resettle 
Syrian refugees in Northern California 
because it’s easier economically to live 
there. Rents are cheaper than in the 
immediate Bay Area, for example, with 
some two-bedroom apartments in Tur- 
lock costing less than $1,000 a month. 
Generally speaking, refugees resettled 
in the United States get enough money 
to afford at least two months’ rent, 
and they’re enrolled in medical-assis- 
tance and food-assistance programs. 

“We have four offices in Northern 
California — Oakland, San Jose, Sac- 
ramento, and Turlock — and Oakland 
and San Jose are bad fits for a family 
because it would be extremely ex- 
pensive,” Ferguson says. “By default, 
Turlock is a good site for a family in 
Northern California. It has housing in 
the affordable range for a family who's 
moving here without connections. 

It has strong partnerships with the 
school districts, with the benefits offic- 
es, and with employers to help families 
move forward and thrive. Sacramento 
is also a good site.” 

About 10 new Syrian families live 
in Turlock. More Syrians used to live 
there, but they subsequently moved to 
Fresno, where there is a much larger 
Syrian and emigré community, and a 
more visible community of mosques. 
Abdullah and his family like Turlock, 
which also has a population of Assyr- 
ian-Americans — people descended 
from longstanding Christian commu-

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nities who emigrated from Iraq, Syria, 
and Turkey. Abdullah and his family 
say Turlock reminds them of Syria, but 
that “over here it’s warmer than there.” 
As Abdullah spoke on a weekend after- 
noon, it was 102 degrees outside. 

“T like everything here except for 
the language,” Hasnaa says in Arabic. 
“English learning is hard,” Hassan Ab- 
dullah agrees, also in Arabic.

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For fun, the two older boys play 
tennis, while Abdulrahman also plays 
basketball. The family lives close 
to a Walmart and to smaller stores 
that cater to Turlock’s Middle East 
community, selling chickpeas and 
other Middle Eastern foods. Hassan 
Abdullah goes to a mosque every day. 
As his family walks around town, they 
see things that remind them of home. 
One street, for example, is named 
“Minaret,’ after the towers that are 
an intrinsic architectural feature of 
mosques. The American flags that fly 
from many Turlock homes also feel fa- 
miliar and “normal, since in Syria, ev- 
eryone did the same thing — they had 
flags and signs of their own country,” 
Hassan Abdullah says. “Turkey was 
the same. Here it’s no different. Here 
there are more rules and laws. I wish 
there were the same in Syria. There 
are no rules and laws.” 

One of the family’s best friends 
is Kiffah Aziz, a Turlock resident of 
Palestinian descent who befriended 
Hassan Abdullah and Hasnaa Shobak 
from almost the moment they arrived. 
Aziz and her 17-year-old son, Amir 
— who both did the English-Arabic 
translation for SF Weekly as the paper 
interviewed Hassan Abdullah and 
Hasnaa Shobak — are a big reason the 
Abdullahs feel at home in Turlock. The 
two families often have dinner togeth- 
er, and their kids go to the park to- 


gether and do other outdoor activities. 


“I try to make them feel they have 
family around them,” Kiffah Aziz 
says. Having grown up in Illinois, she 
moved to Turlock in the 1990s after 
getting married, and first met the 
family when Hassan was hospitalized 
and the rest of his family were placed 
in a motel — and didn’t know where 
Hassan was. He didn’t know where 
they were, either. 

Shobak “didn’t know how to get to 
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him or talk to him,” she adds. “After 
she got to know us, we would take 

her to her husband. You want to show 
them that they can’t give up. They left 
the war, and there’s still hope to move 
on, and that they have family wherever 
they go. You want to motivate them 

to find a job and to move on. And that 
there’s a future for their kids. Their 
kids are their first priority.” 

Still, Shobak hopes that, one day 
in the future, the family can return to 
Syria, if only to visit. “Td go in a heart- 
beat” to Damascus, she says. “We’re 
praying for it.” 

Abdullah, though, says he can’t 
imagine ever returning. “There’s no 
need to go back to Syria,” he says. 
“There’s no hope.” 

There was also no hope in Turkey, 
where his children received minimal 
education and which mirrored their 
situation in Syria. Now, Hassan Abdul- 
lah hopes his three sons become doc- 
tors or electronic engineers in America. 

“Tm OK with that,” Abdulrahman 
says from the living-room couch, as his 
youngest brother, Muhammad Noor 
Abdullah, cries on his mom’s lap on 
another couch. 

“Noor” means “light” in Arabic. The 
name is a powerful statement of how 
embedded Hassan Abdullah, Hasnaa 
Shobak, and their family already feel 
in the greater Bay Area and the United 
States. 

“IT named him,” Abdullah says of 
his youngest son, “because I like that 
name — and hopefully, the light will 
be on the other side of the tunnel for

Since Syria’s war began in 2011, 
more than 300 Syrian refugees have been 
resettled in Northern California, many of 
them around Sacramento but some in 
other cities, including Oakland and Tur- 
lock. While the newest Syrian immi- 
grants have wrenching backstories, they 
can already cite progress that is tangible 
and inspiring — even after being in the 
United States for such a short time. 

Laurel Hilbert, a 22-year-old Syrian 
native who lives in San Francisco and 
is founder and CEO of a nonprofit, 
arrived on a student visa in 2013. Like 
the family of Hassan Abdullah and 
Hasnaa Shobak, he knew no one and 
spoke no English. Even more challeng- 
ing: Hilbert is blind. And unlike Hassan 
Abdullah and Hasnaa Shobak, Hilbert 
didn’t have the help of an organization 
like the International Rescue Commit- 
tee. He’d borrowed money to pay for 
his flight from Saudi Arabia (where 
his family had moved from Syria) to 
Los Angeles. With little money and no 
outside support, he became homeless, 
living on L.A.’s streets for weeks before 
befriending an Arabic-speaking cou- 
ple who helped him obtain housing, 
schooling, and the legal assistance that 
led to official asylum status. 

Hilbert’s nonprofit, A Dignified 
Home — whose board of directors in- 
cludes former San Francisco Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty — recruits, trains, and 
certifies people who want to become 
foster parents, and it provides hous- 
ing for people ages 12 to 24 who are 
homeless. The nonprofit also works 
with government leaders to challenge 
legislation that contributes to home- 
lessness. 

“We want to fight homelessness on 
the county level, the state level, and the 
national level until we make homeless- 
ness a national priority,’ says Hilbert, 
who was also briefly homeless in New 
York before coming to San Francisco in 
2017. “We believe everyone deserves a 
dignified home.” 

Hilbert and his seeing-eye dog Aero 
have become fixtures around San Fran- 
cisco, including at the Embarcadero 
Center, where his nonprofit is based in 
a shared work space, and in the Outer 
Mission District where he lives. Be- 
fore A Dignified Home had a high-rise 
office where he can host donors and 
hold fundraising events, Hilbert would 
spend hours every day at a Philz Coffee 
shop on Ocean Avenue, close to City 
College, where he got to know founder 
Phil Jaber, who was born in Palestine. 

“That was very much my office, and 
I know the store manager — and when 
A Dignified Home had our very first 
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event, I invited all the employees 
because I know them personally, 
and the manager made it work, and 
Philz’s corporate office sponsored 
part of the event,” says Hilbert, 
referencing the gift cards and gift 
boxes that Philz Coffee donated. “A 
month later, I was sitting at Philz 
doing my work, and the manager 
came and said, ‘Oh, I have someone 
who wants to meet you.’ And I said, 
‘Cool.’ And the person came over 
and said, ‘I’m Phil. And I said, ‘Oh, 
so you re an actual person.’ We chat- 
ted for an hour. He told me how he 
started. He asked me where I was 
from, and I said, ‘Syria’ — and he 
started talking in Arabic. He gave 
me his personal phone number. 
And we met for dinner once after 
that. He’s a remarkable person.” 

The “remarkable” label has also 
been applied to Hilbert. In an effort 
to raise money for his nonprofit, 
Hilbert ran the recent San Francisco 
Marathon, partnering with a sight- 
ed runner and friend. As Hilbert 
ran the course, people cheered him 
on from the sidewalks. Some of the 
cheerleaders knew his name, recog- 
nizing Hilbert from two KTVU-TV 
reports about his life and marathon 
participation. Others saw Aero and 
Hilbert’s running vest that said 
“Blind” and wanted to give Hilbert 
extra encouragement. Hilbert is 
already self-motivated: He’d never 
run a marathon before deciding he 
would participate in the July event, 
and then trained every day (either 
running or using cardio machines) 
for several months. 

“A lot of people recognized me,” 
says Hilbert, who pushed through 
a slight right-knee issue at mile 
21 of the marathon. “One woman 
said to her running partner, “That’s 
him! That’s him!’ Another person 
said, “Thank you for all you're doing. 
You're not only doing great things 
for San Francisco but the entire 
world.’ When I was tired and hitting 
the wall when I was running, those 
acts of kindness really went a long 
Way.” 

Besides A Dignified Home, Hilbert 
has started a small car-rental business, 
and he plans to start a business called 
Accessibility Hero, which he hopes will 
be “the largest firm that provides acces- 
sibility and compliance to companies, 
and the largest employer who employs 
people across disabilities. So the service 
it will provide is to make websites of 
companies across industries compliant 
with the Americans with Disabilities 
Act — to make websites, apps, fa- 
cilities, and company infrastructure 
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accessible, training companies on how 
to implement accessibility and make it 
part of their culture.” 

Hilbert, who changed his given 
name (Ahmad Agha) after arriving 
in L.A., honed his speaking ability by 
joining Toastmasters, and greets new 
friends with inspiring philosophical 
ideas that he’s put into practice as a 
new American. “Arthur Ashe once said 
that “True heroism is remarkably sober, 
and very undramatic, ” Hilbert says. 
“It’s not the urge to surpass all at what- 
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ever cost. It’s the urge to serve all at 
whatever cost. I believe accessibility is a 
human right.” 

Hilbert spent the first six years of 
his childhood in Syria, and he identi- 
fies with his upbringing, including his 
religion. “Growing up, I was practicing 
Islam,” Hilbert says. “I still am, but not 
as much as I used to.” 

As a Syrian in Saudi Arabia — par- 
ticularly as a blind Syrian — Hilbert 
had challenges that sighted people 
didn’t have there. 


“Because I’m a Syrian citizen, 
individuals who are non-citizens 
in Saudi Arabia get ... limited 
services for the blind and visually 
impaired,” he says. “Syria is a 
country that also cares less about 
people with diverse abilities or 
minorities. One reason we relo- 
cated from Syria is that my father 
had his business in Saudi Arabia. 
But in the same year I moved to 
the United States, my dad lost his 
business, and he had to return 
my family back to Syria.” 

Back in Syria, Hilbert says 
Syrian authorities arrested his 
oldest brother, Amier Agha, who 
is also visually impaired, “because 
they thought he was lying — 
that he wasn’t blind, that he was 
play-acting.” (The New York Times 
profiled Amier last year.) 

“They claimed he would have 
been in the military by now,” 
Hilbert adds. “My dad had to pay 
a lot of money to have him re- 
leased, and once that happened, 
they moved to Turkey.” 

When people meet Hilbert for 
the first time, his Syrian identity 
and his family’s history in Syria 
— they eventually got asylum to 
the United States — submerge 
behind his many other interests 
and achievements, from his 
nonprofit work to his zeal to do 
as much good as possible in the 
United States. 

“The topic of Syria comes 
further into the relationship,” 
Hilbert says, sitting in a café near 
Civic Center on a recent after- 
noon. “What connects me with 
people when encountering them 
the first time is that I respond to 
their questions, and I ask ques- 
tions. I present an interest in 
who they are, and learning more 
about them. That’s what really 
gives me and them a human con- 
nection that both of us long for.” 

Unlike Syria or Saudi Arabia, 
the United States is “where I can 
be in charge of my destiny, and 
fulfill my dreams, and contribute 
my talents,” Hilbert says. “Here, I can 
challenge myself, and achieve beyond 
what I thought I could. It was my 
choice to move entirely on my own to 
a new culture, let alone not speaking a 
word of the language and not knowing 
a single person. But I didn’t want to 
stay where | was in life.”

Can you really call yourself an art-lov- 
ing San Francisco resident if you've 
never visited David Ireland’s house? 
The 1886 Italianate home is a living 
testament to Ireland’s painting and 
ephemera, and was widely viewed as the prolific artist’s best work. (He passed 
away in 2009.) A world traveler and member of the Bay Area Conceptualist 
movement, Ireland viewed his home as a canvas, filling it with work during his 
30 years of residency at 500 Capp St. This week, two exhibitions coincide with 
the evening tour. Tony Matelli’s “I hope all is well...” features sculptures made 
of bronze, marble, and silicone, and “Be kind to the night,” a group show in- 
stalled in the house’s garage, includes work by Cerith Wyn Evans, Laura Figa, 
and Stephen Lichty. The artists honor Ireland’s legacy through reinterpreting 
his space. “I reached a philosophical point where I realized that the lively pres- 
ence I was looking for in my art was here on the walls, as I stripped away and 
cleaned off the surfaces,” Ireland stated in an interview before his death. “Why 
do we have to fabricate a stretcher, a canvas — why not just make art out of an 
environment? I couldn’t go back to normal work.”

Taking curious patrons into a time and place that is 
somewhere between a 19th-century saloon and a fan- 
tastical Edwardian circus, one can exit their reality and 
step into the bizarre yet decadent world of The Soiled 
Dove. From the minds of the Vau de Vire Society, the 
Bay Area’s renowned thematic and interactive art and 
performance group, The Soiled Dove is a dinner with 
multiple performance stages all under a 
12,000-square-foot bigtop tent in Downtown Oak- 
land, including a four-course meal from local green-ca- 
terers Work of Art (think salmon crudo and smoked 
Early Girl tomatoes with salsa verde). Director and 
producer Mike Gaines promises “over 40 performers 
and musicians collaborating to help transport guests 
back to the Barbary Coast circa 1890,” making this ex- 
travaganza a necessity for escape-minded people 
needing a little less reality and a few more contortion- 
ists (plus some coconut lime mousse).

Lite Is a Mystery in Church

Christian rock, like too much 
alcohol, can be an effective emetic. 

During one segment of Young 
Jean Lee’s semi-heretical play Church 
(through Oct. 6, at Crowded Fire 
Theater), a Christian-rock song ac- 
companies a dance number that lasts 
for an eternity. One audience member 
felt that the smug, generic praise for 
someone named Jesus, combined 
with the blandest guitar riffs known 
to mankind, stimulated an internal 
scream worthy of a B-movie heroine. 
Although the play lasts just over an 
hour, that song-and-dance routine, like 
something out of an Amy Grant video, 
seemed to double the length of the 
evening. Mercifully, gospel music was 
incorporated in the open and close, and 
to much better effect. 

Church is Lee’s takedown of and tes- 
timonial to the powerful fictions and 
pseudo-facts told in houses of worship 
on Sunday mornings. Throughout the 
play, she posits a duality: On the one 
hand, living among the faithful pro- 
vides a sense of peace and a sense that 
all is well in the universe because the 
giant hand of God cradles you and your 
list of woes. On the other hand, that 
sense of peace you display is merely 
performative, meant only for prose- 
lytizing. You may say the phrase “Live 
and let live,” but not a fiber in your be- 
ing believes it. For Lee, religious words 
are, at best, akin to fairy tales and at 
worst, nonsense. 

To set the mood for an actual church 
service as patrons enter the theater, 
gospel songs play on the speakers. 
When the music stops, the audience 
is stranded in a dark auditorium as 
Reverend José (Lawrence Radecker) 
begins to berate us. In an all-knowing, 
all-seeing tone, he says, “All of you, you 
failures and successes and quitters, 
are deluded babies who believe that 
the world has yet to recognize your 
true greatness, when in fact you area 
hanging piece of meat deteriorating 
towards sickness and death!” This is the 
fire-and-brimstone version of Jonathan 
Edwards-esque Scripture that the play- 
wright alters and updates for a modern, 
secular audience. 

Some people snorted when the rev- 
erend’s insults gathered in speed and 
malice: “You sit there like pigs, stuffed 
fat with self-interest and anxiety. You 
are a spiritual black hole!” After a long 
day at work, others thought, “Is being 
scolded by a stranger the best way 
to contemplate my relationship with

God?” With this monologue, Lee com- 
mits an act of transposition. She repli- 
cates the tone and cadence of a typical 
sermon, but strips the veneer of good 
will from the words themselves. The 
playwright leaves you dumbfounded, 
fearful, and on edge. 

Nonsense enters the stage as the 
other reverends deliver their personal 
testimonials to convince you of their 
profound and meaningful relationships 
with God. Reverend Alison (Alison 
Whismore) tells the story of her ad- 
dictions to sex and drugs in a graphic 
but incoherent way. Her logic is flawed 
and skips forward abruptly like some- 


one lifting the needle on a scratched 
record. She wants to let us know that 
the woman we see before us is re- 
formed and happy, all thanks to her 
newfound faith. Lee doesn’t begrudge 
her improved circumstances. There's 
something genuine that comes through 
in Alison's story. The problematic part 
is that she’s not telling the story for its 


own sake. It’s become an aggressive, pa- 


tronizing act that’s meant to encourage 
the listener’s own religious conversion. 
When Reverend José returns to the 
stage to tell a parable, Lee satirizes a 
particular mode of biblical storytell- 
ing. He talks about a fish and a bird 








who converse about their respective 
domains. The fish asks the bird why 
he never swims in the water. The bird 
replies that it is, literally and figura- 
tively, beneath him. And then the fish 
suggests that flying under a tree branch 
is the same thing. End of story. It’s an 
absurd lesson with a punchline devoid 
of meaning — which seems to be the 
point. You can project as much or as lit- 
tle as you're able onto stories like these. 
Some people will find deep meanings 
in them, while others will remain un- 
moved. 

As an apologia for the many jabs 
at zealotry, Church closes with a choir 
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marching in formation as they take 

the stage. They don’t just sing “Ain’t 
Got Time to Die’; they belt it through 
the rafters. It’s a palate-cleanser and 

a magic trick like turning water into 
wine. Lee spends an hour putting hy- 
pocrisy and insincerity on display and 
then shows us what church should feel 
like but seldom does: genuine, raw, and 
pure.

Boston artist and lifelong 
Golden Girls fan Mike Denison commit- 
ted to a project several years ago where 
he would draw a daily picture of Bea Ar- 
thur, in the style of a random cultural 
reference and usually punning on her 
name. There was “DarBea,’ after the 
main character of the 1990s animat- 
ed show Daria, or “MartBea McFly” 
checking his watch to go back to 1985. 
#BeaADay led to a coloring book 
called Cuter Than an Intrauterine, and 
the project was so fertile that after 
the first 365 days were up, Denison 
did it for another year — and then 
another, and now another still. #Bea- 
ADay4ever, indeed. 

Some of the titles can be self-con- 
sciously unwieldy, like “Friday the 
Thirt-Bea-nth,” although seeing the 
actress who played Maude and Dor- 
othy Zbornak in a Jason Voorhees 
hockey mask is certainly amusing. 
(And for what it’s worth, Denison 
happens to be a heterosexual dad, 

a fact worth noting chiefly because 
several outlets erroneously published 
write-ups that assumed he is gay.) 
But his capacity for wordplay is ap- 
parently limitless, and there’s no tell- 
ing how far Denison might go. 

Just in time for the Folsom 
Street Fair (Sunday, Sept. 30), North 
Beach lettering artist and Columbus 
Cafe bartender Laura Thomson has 
launched a new Instagram project 
(and forthcoming T-shirt line) cen- 
tered on a somewhat cruder type 
of visual wordplay: penis jokes. 

Dicks and Giggles originated when 
Thomson and a colleague named 

Will — who requested that only his 
first name be used, owing to another 
day-job he holds — started doodling 
together after their shifts. An educa- 
tor with a dry bearing, Will is a fan of 
crossword puzzles, too. 

“Draw in pencil, crossword in pen,” 
he tells SF Weekly. 

We're sitting in Thomson’s apart- 
ment, where the dirty puns — in- 
tended or otherwise — seem to be 
unstoppable in our conversation. One 
wall consists entirely of a chalkboard 
full of ideas, like a Magic 8-Ball(s) 
that asks “Will I get laid?” and an- 
swers Outlook not so good.” And the 
restroom is essentially a toilet-humor 
art gallery. 

“My dad visited recently,” she says. 
“That was awkward. He just walked 
out of the bathroom, like “That’s my 
girl” 


Thomson is continually 
struck by how any analog art 
project seems to be treated 
as an anachronism at a time 
when kids are no longer 
taught cursive in school. 
“Doing shit by hand in San 
Francisco right now, coffee 
shop people just stare at me 
like I’m a freak because I have 
a pencil and a piece of paper,” 
she says, ‘like, “What, is that 
homework you're working on?” 
We alight on the topic 
of Greek mythology, which 
seems like an easy area to 
mine for material, what with 
Medusa and the Hydra and 
all. And in fact, Dicks and Gig- 
gles began with animals. 
“It started with ‘Cock-a- 
Doodle-Doo, ” Will says. “That 
was just a chicken with a cock 
for a head. Then it was ‘Cock 
Lobster’ and ‘Cocktopus.’ ” 
The latter’s style approxi- 
mates the Sailor Jerry tattoo 
aesthetic. (It’s also something 
of a misnomer, since while all 
its tentacles are technically 
sexual organs, so is the mol- 
lusk’s head, making nine in 
all.) While heavily tattooed 
herself, Thomson is not a 
tattoo artist, although she’s 
produced signs for around 40 
bars in and around the city, 
many of them in North Beach. 
Her propensity for time-con- 
suming freehand line work 
makes her a relative rarity in 
an era when almost anyone 
can learn the basics of vector 
graphics and achieve similar 
results without a steady hand. 
A lot of tattoo artists, for in- 
stance, specifically dislike let- 
tering, because as artists their 
minds are more pictorial. 
“They didn’t go to school 
for it,” says Thomson, a native 
of Slough, U.K., who studied 
at the University of Brighton. 
“Understanding the little nuances in 
letters is a completely different thing. 
In other words, however juvenile 
Dicks and Giggles may sound, it’s the 
work of a trained professional — and 
one who needed “a little levity” in her 
life after several recent health scares, 
including a pulmonary embolism that 
led to a five-day stay in the ICU. 
Beyond T-shirts (or “D-shirts”), 
Thomson and Will have a pop-up book 
(or “cock-up book”) in mind. They’re 
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also open to collaborations and com- 
missions, including one with a friend 
who’s adept at drawing manga and 
whose contribution will become “King 
Dong,’ a giant ape on the side of the 
Empire State Building swatting at “he- 
li-cockters.” 

One of the funnier finished ex- 
amples is a reappropriation of a 
well-known image of a certain jowly 
filmmaker who once made a scary 
movie about birds and who famously 


appeared in profile — except this 
time, he’s notably erect. (His surname 
alone is all the pun you need.) Above 
all, Will is adamant that the majority 
of the Dicks and Giggles images have 
to be funny and not excessively scary 
or gross. As we're speaking, he’s play- 
ing around with something that might 
be a phallic yin-yang or ouroboros, but 
having drawn some eyes on it, it looks 
a little like two fish eating one anoth- 
er, so it’s going back on the lightbox

for correction. 

“Tran this idea by a few guy 
friends who were not comfortable 
with it. They’re too macho,” Will 
says. “But they’re better than fart 
jokes. And fart jokes are pretty good — 
but they’re too hard to draw.”

Hal 

Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
To what extent the late director and weed enthusiast Hal Ashby has been forgotten depends on the circles in which 
you run. The also-late Red Vic Movie House used to show his Harold and Maude every year, and the Roxie still 
screens it annually in honor of the Red Vic. Amy Scott’s documentary Hal is a celebration of Ashby’s 1970s canon: 
The Landlord, Harold and Maude, The Last Detail, Shampoo, Bound for Glory, Coming Home, and Being There, a run ri- 
valed in that decade only by Coppola’s. (Speaking of whom, it’s surprising in retrospect that John Cazale never ap- 
peared in an Ashby film.) Along with the usual talking heads and film clips, Hal is also a welcome addition to the 
modern wave of documentaries that use previously unheard audio recordings of their subjects, such as Bombshell: 
The Hedy Lamarr Story. But the increasingly coke-addled Ashby’s output between Being There and his 1988 death is 
largely brushed off, and his concert films Let’s Spend the Night Together and Neil Young: Solo Trans are granted only 
four seconds of screentime. Considering what a big deal is made of pop music in his narrative films, it’s a shame his 
pure music work is treated as an embarrassing secret, but we all remember Hal in our own way. Sherilyn Connelly 
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Science Fair 

Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Toward the end of Cristina Costantini and Darren Foster’s wonderful documentary Science Fair, a teacher in the 
United States comments, “We've kind of lost our way — it’s almost like we’re anti-science in this country now.” 
Y’think? Science Fair follows nine students from countries that include (but are not limited to) the U.S. and Brazil as 
they make their way to the Intel International Science and Engineering Fair, the largest such pre-college event in the 
world. Science Fair takes a global view of the international competition, looking at how the competitive aspect is ulti- 
mately less important than how it brings like-minded smart kids together and encourages them to keep at it, even if 
they don’t win on the day. It’s an uplifting film that almost provides a sense of hope for the future — so basically, it 
has the opposite effect of American Chaos. Embodying chaos of America is one Kashfia, a Muslim girl in South Da- 
kota whose high school ignores her academic achievements in favor of athletics. This is in spite of the fact that the

In spite of the myth about Marco 
Polo sending noods to Europe, the glo- 
balization of food really began with the 
Portuguese empire. The malasadas that 
make Leonard’s Bakery in Honolulu such 
a must-stop can be attributed to the sea 
voyages of a small country on the west- 
ern tip of Europe’s Iberian Peninsula — 
as can the fact that most of the West 
instinctively equates Indian food with 
heat. (Vindaloo and other spicy dishes 
come from the region around Goa, Por- 
tugal’s longtime colony on the Indian 
subcontinent.) 

By way of stops in the Caribbean 
en route from Brazil, and Portuguese 
colonies in Africa like Mozambique, 
piri-piri sauce became a culinary pow- 
erhouse. A mix of dried chilis, lemon, 
oil, and various spices, its name is Swa- 
hili for “pepper pepper,” uttered twice 
for emphasis like halo halo, wikiwiki, 
or Walla Walla. And it’s the basis for 
Pira Pica, the fast-casual stepchild of 
Telmo Faria’s Uma Casa, a full-service 
Noe Valley restaurant with some truly 
excellent salt cod. 

Piri Pica is also a return to Valencia 
Street for the chef, a native of the 
Azores who was an opening partner at 
Tacolicious before striking out on his 
own. (Disclosure: Faria and I judged 
seafood on the same panel at the 2017 
Abalone Cook-Off in Mendocino.) As 
fast-casual, its opening menu is slim 
and organized around a chicken-and- 
two-sides concept, but it feels fully 
formed right out of the gate, like Athe- 
na out of Zeus’ forehead. 

In short, this place is dedicated 
to the virtues of the bird, whether 
quartered ($8), halved ($14), or whole 
($26), with accompanying sauces based 
on amount of capsicum. “Pica pica,” 
sounds like something Little Caesar 
might intone, so it’s a good thing 
there’s a third “pica” in the hottest 
sauce’s name. It’s technically “Pica! 
Pica! Pica!” but if those exclamation 
marks give you pause, go one notch 
down to the middle-tier piri-piri. 
Neither is all that spicy, being full of 
a smoky heat that doesn’t overwhelm 
the palate with Scoville units. But 
definitely don’t be a “basic bird,” the 
poultry slathered in mild sauce. (The 
lemon-and-herb chicken, which doesn’t 
map onto the same spiciness index, is 
more than decent, however.) 

While grilled chicken is always nice 
on its own, Piri Pica’s wrap sneaks it 
into a stealth burrito. Why call such 
a thing a wrap, you wonder? Is it be- 
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cause the Mission is already saturated 
with burrito joints, with even El Toro 
Taqueria next door, and Faria wants to 
stake out a distinct Portuguese iden- 
tity? Or is it because a wrap sounds 
healthier and less prone to send you 
into a food coma? Whatever the impe- 
tus, it’s very strong, a heterogeneous 
mix of saffron rice, three-bean chili, 
and a snappy cabbage-herb slaw that 
begs for more hot sauce with every 
bite. Ordering one with two sides is 


probably too much for nearly everyone. 


But if you want something legitimately 
nutritious, an entree-sized, vegeta- 
ble-filled couscous salad with chicken 
is ($12.95) 

And regarding those $3.95 sides, 
they’re admirably varied and plenti- 
ful, from a small portion of couscous 
salad to the buttery grilled corn that’s

as yellow as Big Bird or the tiles in 
Piri Pica’s restroom. A hummus with 
supplementary grilled bread is worth 
it for the textural contrasts. Fries are 
fries, although rumor has it there’s 
a forthcoming sandwich made with 
fries inside it, Pittsburgh-style, which 
is always welcome. (Wings, exported 
from Uma Casa, are in the works, too.) 
Probably the only side dish to avoid are 
the braised greens, which were mild 
on one visit and unpleasantly bitter on 
another. 

In the beer category, everything 
is quite light, like the Calicraft Coast 
Kolsch to a good old Modelo Especial. 
Wine is a little more thrilling, partic- 
ularly the Cocapatha Arinto ($8), a 
Portuguese white whose forceful acid- 
ity stands out even against the spicier 
sauces. But during a sober lunchtime 
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couscous and fries. «= 
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visit, a can of pomegranate Sumol 
soda over ice has exactly the right flu- 
orescent-flavored artifice. Sometimes 
you can have one Jarritos too many. 
And rather than a sea of two-tops that 
look like they'll be colonized by Lap- 
top-Americans, Piri Pica subdivides the 
floor into clusters ringed with couches. 
Squint and it almost looks like a V.LP. 
section.

Tenderloin’s All- 
Female Food Hall 
Breaks Ground

Rather than pose with a hard 
hat and shovel, Mayor London Breed and 
Supervisor Jane Kim broke bread on 
Monday to celebrate the construction of 
what will become the first female-led 
food hall in the country. 

But food incubator La Cocina must 
raise another $1.75 million to see 
through the six-month construction 
project. While executive director Caleb 
Zigas is confident they will reach the 


$4.7 million needed for construction, 
they need another $300,000 for oper- 
ating costs to keep it affordable for the 
Tenderloin community. 

Once it does, La Cocina Municipal 
Marketplace at 101 Hyde St. can filla 
void in two major ways. 

The 7,000-square-foot hall would 
subsidize overhead costs to allow 
low-income entrepreneurs into the 
dining scene without high commercial 
rents. For Tenderloin residents often 
in stove-less SROs, a marketplace like 
La Cocina will be one of the few op- 
tions to eat healthy, freshly prepared 
food at an affordable price — with the 
aspect of a social gathering hub. 

“T think it’s going to be something 
really wonderful for this area to have a 
space we can come to with our families 
to eat lunch or dinner and just relax 
or enjoy,’ said Guadalupe Moreno, a 
Tenderloin neighbor who participates 
in La Cocina’s Culinary Incubator 
Program and now owns Mi Morena. “I 
cook for you like I cook for my family.” 
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As Kim recalled at the groundbreak- 
ing, it took her mother receiving loans 
to launch a successful small business 
that allowed her family to buy a home. 
That incubation and investment in 
female entrepreneurs and immigrant 
women often means their family suc- 
ceeds, she says. 

Kim, who represents the Tender- 
loin, also remembers the community 
fighting to keep a post office branch in 
that location. When it subsequently 
closed, negotiations with the owner 
of 1066 Market St. meant the spot 
fell under city ownership in 2016 and 
would be turned into affordable hous- 





“It was a huge loss for our com- 
munity,” Kim said of the post office 
closure. “We wanted to make sure the 
block was activated.” 

La Cocina stepped in to add a mar- 
ketplace, which was originally thought 
to cost $2 million in May 2016. The 
city agreed to split the bill, which 
eventually ballooned to $4 million by

December 2017. The city committed 
another $500,000 and La Cocina has 
been fundraising ever since. 

But because La Cocina wishes to 
remain debt-free, a pending $1 million 
loan from the Dignity Health Founda- 
tion is considered as a back-up, just to 
keep funds flowing until the remaining 
$1.75 million is raised. It is also look- 
ing to Mid-Market businesses to con- 
tribute larger donations as a sign that 
they are investing in the area, which 
their employees will benefit from. 

Most contributions “are from indi- 
vidual donors, which has been really 
wonderful,” says Jessica Mataka, La 
Cocina’s development and communica- 
tions director. “We feel pretty optimis- 
tic about it.” 


Go Eat This Now: 
Kati Roll at Kasa 
Indian Eatery

San Francisco is always in the 
mood for Indian food. But gorging on a 
feast of multiple dishes and a stack of 
naan isn’t always ideal for a light lunch.

They have two locations, one on 18th 
Street in the Castro and another on 
Polk Street in the Tenderloin (plus a 
third on the way in Redwood City).

Stand in line, gaze upon the many 
options and ways to customize your 
meal, order at the counter, grab a num- 
ber and findaseat.

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Franciscans have grown accustomed to 
this system over the past six years or 
so, but we’ve also learned that “fast-ca- 
sual” doesn’t always mean cheap. But 
at Kasa there is a way around the $18 
lunch break. 

The Kati roll ($7.50) is a miniature 
burrito of sorts that is built to satisfy 
your hankering for a quick Indian 
snack. Small Roti bread is wrapped 
around your choice of any of Kasa’s 
delicious meaty fillings or vegetarian 
options like saag paneer and gobi aloo. 
The fillings are covered with earthy 
marinated onions and a mixture of 
tangy chutneys with a dollop of re- 
freshing cucumber raita. Wrapped in 
paper and about the size of a tamale, 
it’s the perfect snack on-the-go when 
exploring the Castro or walking around 
Dolores Park. And if you’re on a week- 
end tasting tour, the best part is that 
there will still be room to try whatever 
other bites the city streets have to of- 
fer. Mission Dog, maybe? 

Look, we all need great food on the 
go, and fast-casual is convenient for all 
of us at times, even if you find the con- 
cept a little played out. But considering 
how many restaurants in San Francisco 
and the country are using this meth- 
odology these days, it’s especially nice 
to see an original underdog still going 
strong.

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Death Cab for Cutie 
Keeps the Future at Bay 


Ben Gibbard reflects on age, fandom, and what inspired his band's ninth album, Thank You For Today.

Who listens to Death Cab for 
Cutie? 

In the Seattle band’s earliest days, 
the answer was clear. Following their 
2003 breakthrough, Transatlanticism, 
the work of the quartet that consists 
of Ben Gibbard, Nick Harmer, Jason 
McGerr, and Chris Walla became a 
soundtrack for a generation of teenag- 
ers and young adults who found solace 
in the band’s wistful, lush odes to love 
and melancholic anthems of suburban 
malaise. Then came Plans, their 2005 
platinum-selling album that saw the 
band leave their local label, Barsuk, 
to sign with industry heavyweight 
Atlantic. 

By the time Death Cab reconvened 
to make 2008's stunning Narrow Stairs, 
their fanbase had widely expanded. 
Admirers of the group’s early, low-fi 
sound now found themselves traveling 
to bigger venues to see the band, where 
they stood next to parents and pre- 
teens and waited to buy beer alongside 
teachers and bankers. A glossier pro- 
duction approach would stay with the 
group through their next two albums, 
the latter of which — 2015’s Kintsugi 
— would mark the band’s final work 
with Walla. 

As a major contributor to Death 
Cab’s sound — Walla was a multi-in- 
strumentalist, songwriter, and produc- 
er for the band — you might expect the 
group's ninth studio album to reflect 
the loss of a core member, but Thank 
You for Today is not an album that iden- 
tifies itself with absence. Instead, Gib- 
bard sees it as a celebration of Death 
Cab’s two newest additions: guitarist 
Dave Depper and keyboardist Zac Rae. 

“In writing and recording this 
record,’ Gibbard says, “we framed it 
personally much less as a record with- 
out Chris but as a record with Dave 
and Zac. I think when you're a creative 
person, and you're trying to continue 
to make things that first and foremost 
excite and inspire you, and, hopefully, 
in the process, also excite and inspire 
other people, it can’t be looked at from 
a subtractive perspective.” 

Gibbard’s analysis of his band’s 
approach is also a fitting lens through 
which to understand their fans. Over 
the years, Death Cab has pivoted from 
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indie darling to commercial rock act, 
but their focus has never been to be- 
come a Coachella headliner or subvert 
their genre by working with unexpect- 
ed collaborators. The reason they play 
bigger shows is simple: They have the 
fans to sell them out, having added new 
listeners with each record. 

Then there are the faithful, who 
have stuck with Death Cab for over 
two decades. They’ve gotten older in 
tandem with the band, whose frequent 
motifs of changing seasons, wry retro- 
spection, and acute loss seem to gain 
renewed meaning as the years pass by. 

At 42, Gibbard doesn’t feel that the 
milestones of age are a major factor in 
his lyrics — in part, because he’s not 
entirely sure he’s fully grown-up yet. 

“When you hit what you hope will 
be the midpoint of your life, you hope 
it comes with a particular level of in- 
trospection,” he explains. “But turning 
30 or 40 — these decade marks in your 
life — they’re really just an excuse to 
throw a party. I also don’t feel like what 
I thought 40 would feel like. I don't, 
as of yet, have a family. I don’t have a 


commute. I don’t have a traditional job. 
I live in somewhat of a state of arrested 
development by being a rock musician.” 

Of the 10 tracks on Thank You for 
Today, it’s album closer “60 & Punk” 
that ultimately offers Gibbard’s most 
poignant musings on what it means for 
a rockstar to grow old. 

Addressed to an unspecified musi- 
cian — Gibbard confirms it is based on 
one of his true-life idols but declines to 
name the artist — the song catalogues 
the pain of seeing someone you once 
viewed as a superhero reveal them- 
selves as merely human thanks, in part, 
to alcoholism. 

“T find ‘60 & Punk’ to be a very em- 
pathetic song,” Gibbard says. “I don’t 
see the song as an indictment as much 
as the humanization of this person. I’ve 
noticed the lack of reverence we have 
for our rock stars and celebrities today, 
and that’s probably for the best. As a 
kid, I was able to have a very monolith- 
ic view of the people that I admired, 
and, not to quote myself, in a sense 
they were kind of superheroes. They 
only saved women from burning build- 
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ings. There wasn’t any fallibility.” 

If we've entered a new era of rock- 
star worship — one where Instagram 
photos of what a musician ate for 
breakfast comprise the new Rolling 
Stone interview — that’s fine with Gib- 
bard. He’s not concerned about which 
pedestals Death Cab might ultimately 
be placed upon, or who it is that’s lis- 
tening to his words. 

What matters is that they’re still 
listening. 

“Tam certainly more than thrilled that 
at 42, I’m still playing rock ’n’ roll music 
for a living,’ Gibbard says. “Soft rock ’n’ 
roll, but rock’n’ roll nonetheless, ”

At times, it’s easy to forget that Porter Rob- 
inson is only 26 years old, as the phenom 
producer has seamlessly shifted through so

I’m a 62-year-old woman. I was married for 33 
years and left five years ago.

Sex Advice Please 


“Good for her for getting out of a marriage 
where she was treated like a ‘household appli- 
ance’ and getting back in the dating game,” said 
Joan Price, author of the books Naked at Our Age: 
Talking Out Loud About Senior Sex and The Ultimate 
Guide to Sex After 50. “But her new relationship, 
while it sounds comfortable and affectionate, 
doesn’t sound sexually fulfilling.” 

This relationship doesn’t just sound unfulfilling 
sexually, SAP, it sounds infuriating generally. You 
entered into this relationship under false pretens- 
es. You let your partner know that “an ongoing 
interest in maintaining sexual relations” was a 
priority for you, and he allowed you to believe it 
was a priority for him. In fairness to him, SAP, he 
may not have known himself to be incapable of 
sustaining a strong sexual connection, seeing as 
he’s been single for most of his life. But even if he 
wasn't aware he couldn’t meet your needs then, 
that doesn’t change the fact that you aren’t valued/ 
fucked the way you want to be valued/fucked now. 

“I think her best option is to stay friends with 
this guy but start dating and having sex with 
others,” said Price. “She could continue to have 
occasional sex with this man if they both agree toa 
nonexclusive, friends-with-benefits arrangement. 
Or they could become platonic pals, if that’s better 
for them. But it’s imperative that she talk candidly 
with him.” 

You write that you tried to “carefully broach the 
subject, but he was not forthcoming,” but Price 
wonders whether you were forthcoming yourself. 
“Carefully broach’ usually means ‘I was vague,” 
said Price. “Suppose, instead, she said, ‘I really val- 
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ue you, but I don’t think we’re well-matched sex- 
ually. How can we adjust our relationship so we’re 
not putting sexual pressure on each other and 
we're both free to find other sexual outlets?” 

Your paartner has an outlet that works for him 
and pretty much meets all his needs—porn and 
his own hand—but you don’t have an outlet that 
provides you with the feeling of being desired and 
valued sexually. Watching porn and/or “taking care 
of yourself” isn’t going to meet your needs. So the 
question is this: Do you have to exit this loving 
relationship to get your needs met, or can you stay 
with your current partner, a man who meets your 
emotional and social needs, while getting your sex- 
ual needs met elsewhere? 

“SAP deserves a partner who matches her sexu- 
ally,” said Price. And I agree. 

If you're telling yourself that you'll have to set- 
tle for someone who claims he can’t perform for 
you because you're not unstable enough to turn 
him on—you do realize that compliment he paid 
you (you're so good!) was actually a dishonest bit 
of blame-shifting/responsibility-dodging, right?— 
then you're selling yourself short. 

“T know from personal experience and from the 
swelling of my inbox that many of us find hot, fab- 
ulous sexual partners in our 60s, 70s, and beyond,” 
said Price. “It’s never too late. She shouldn't settle 
for sex that’s less than satisfying, and neither 
should he. If that means she looks for new part- 
ners and he returns to his solo pleasure with the 
porn he prefers and the hand that knows him best, 
they might both be happier.”
